DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The applicant's timely filing of the terminal disclaimer has overcome potential 
obviousness type double patenting over patent 6,335,072. Further, the examiner agrees with 
those comments and arguments submitted by applicant. The newly amended claims now require 
the cleaning vessel to be non-pressurizable. The prior art differs from the instant claims by 
requiring the washing step to be performed with pressurized fluids. It is know to use the 
pressurized device for washing and rinsing. However an apparatus with a non-prcssurizablc 
wash and a pressurizable drying vessel was not taught in the prior art. Nor would it have been 
obvious to modify the prior art as the prior art requires the first stage to be pressurizable. 

3. The remainder of the references cited in this action are meant to represent the state of the 
art in supercritical cleaning. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
